Asked why he came here in- 
stead of continuing with his 
father in the canning business, 
Mr. Bakker, young and business- 
like, said “competition is so keen 
and we have to depend so much 
on exports for everything. The 
opportunities are not so great 
there.”

Plans Ordered 
For New School 


Preparation of detailed plans 
for the new elementary school 
on the north side of Eleventh 
street a short distance west of 
San Antonio avenue has been 
authorized and actual construc- 
tion may be started by next Jan- 
uary. 


Only the first unit will be erect- 
ed first and ultimately the buiid- 
ing will be large enough to serve 


more than 800 students in the 
elementary grades, according to 
Harold W. Cook, superintendent 
of schools. 

The first unit will contain 


11,500 square feet, including two 
kindergarten rooms, five regular 
classrooms, one administrative of- 
| fice and toilet facilities. It will 
| be erected of frame stucco at an 
estimated cost of $10 a square 
foot. 

Funds for the project will come 
from a $50,000 allocation out of 
| the current budget, $45,000 from 


| the balance of money realized in 
the recent sale of school bonds 
and an_ additional $50,000 in 


bonds to be sold. The bonds were 
voted by local electors last spring. 


The first unit will be placed on 
the eastern side of the 10-acre 
school site with later additions 


to be extended west. 

The new school will serve fa- 
milies west of Euclid avenue ana 
it is scheduled to be ready for 
|the start of the school term in 
September, 1954.

But Removal of Some 


“Eye Sores’’ Would Be Big Help to Everyone 


Upland residents spend about $43,500 an- 
nually trying to keep their community look- 
ing neat, attractive and appealing. 

Downtown streets are swept daily and all 
principal residential streets are cleaned on re- 
gular schedule. Euclid avenue is maintained 
at a cost of more than $5.000 a year. All over 
the city, trees are trimmed and new ones set 
out. In general Upland is recarded as an un- 
usually atiractive community. Most of us 
here become accustomed to the fine things 
and sometimes overlook the “eve sores.” 

Critical observers can many things 
that should be improved. The city’s financial 
outlay for “keepinc thinas nice” and the per- 
sonal efforts of many properiy owners in beau- 
tifying their home town might appear to be al- 
most lost when the local area is observed 
through very critical eyes. 

Look, for exainple, on the east side of Fifth 
avenue a shori distance north of the Upland 
junior high school campus and Eleventh street. 
Here is an area of several acres, owned by the 
Upland Housing authority. and the former site 
of substandard, old houses. The houses were 
moved several years ago, which was a big im- 
provement. Left for the populace to see is the 
litter and accumulation of years. Trunks and 
limbs of dead trees lie like skeletons and grave 
markers. Weeds, cans and debris add ugli- 
ness to the scene, and make more vivid the

Putting Trash in Containers 
Will Save Taxpayers’ Money 


It will be some time before Uplanders may 
become accustorned to putting their trash and 
discard in containers. 

For years, it has been a maiter of piling 
leaves and the like on to the front curb or at 
the alley. Then a city truck and two or three 
men would drive by and load on the discard. 

Under a new municipal plan, the discard 
is to be placed in containers by the property 
owners. Then the city employes will dump 
contents of the container into the truck... 
and away they will go. 

What local residents are doing is helping 
themselves save some money. Actually, the 
50 cents a month charge for the trash pickup 
did not pay the wages of the men who actual- 
ly did the work and for operation of the truck. 

Rather than to increase the pickup charge, 
city officials are asking property owners to 
place their refuse in containers. Thus, time 
will be scved and the service will be more 
nearly on a pay-as-you-get service. Other 
cities have tried the container service and 
found that it is quite acceptable. 


Fontana Secs Development 
West to Upland 


In Fontana looking west, civic leaders can 
see great prospects for more development, as 
indicated by the following editorial in the Fon- 
tana Herald and News: 

“A leng range look at this area‘s future, 
a look which has firm reasoning back of it, 
was taken this week by directors of the Fon- 
tana Chamber of Commerce. 

“They heard reports on two developments 
Projected for the area several miles west of 
this: city, a site of many thousand acres now 
occupied largely by vineyards and farms. 
One of the two reports dealt with efforts to 
assure a future water supply for tho acreage. 
This is primarily intended to safeguard agri- 
cultural interests there, but it could also have 
a profound meaning for industrial installa- 
tions if part or al! of the acreage is ever con- 
verted to that use. The second report dealt 
specifically with the industrial question. It 
showed that stops are being considered to 
seek heavy industrial zoning for much cf the 
area. 

“The two efforts are not particularly relat- 
ed. Put tesethor, however. they make sense. 
Already the section from Foniana’s west city 
limits to Etiwanda Ave. is occunied by a num- 
ber of major industries—chicf among them 
Kaiser Steel. Southern California Edison's 
giant steam generating plant. designed to 
serve heavy industry as well as domestic 
needs, is west of Kaiser on Etiwanda and can 
send its energy not only to present industries 
on the east but to new ones on the west. 

“If the area between Fontana and Ontario- 
Upland to the wesi does become industrial 
property, what about future reselential sec- 
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properly clean up its property as it can private 
ewners of property. It would seem that no 
“force” should be necessary, and that the com- 
pany leaders themselves would want to add, 


instead of detract, to the communities they | 


serve. 
We admit, the Washington boulevard weeds

Schools Get More Money From 
State and Local People, Too 


It was interesting to read in The Upland 


News last week that Upland, Chaifey and | 


ether schools in this district will receive more 
than a million dollars from “outside” sources 
for maintenance of the school staffs and in- 
stitutions until June 30, 1954. 

That's quite a sum of money and it’s quite 
a sizeable increase over the amount received 
during the previous year. 

At the same time, the assessed valuations 
for all districts are up, some considerable and 
some not so much. 

And the school tax rate on real property is 
going up. 

School management is something beyond 
the experience of most laymen and for be it 
from us to suggest that economy is not being 
observed. We are very well aware, too, that 


the school population is on a very rapid in- 


crease. 

The measure increasing the allotment to 
local schools from the state was approved by 
voters last fall. If voters thought about it, 
they naturally supposed the increased state 
funds would aid local schools—and thus re- 
lieve the local burden on real property. 

Instead of that. however, we get increases 
at every turn.

The lack of notorious enthusiasm in the re- 
cent signing of the armistice was due not alone 
to the fact that Korea was a “forgotten war”, 
but to the grim realization that peace in our 
time is dubious indeed. This was also true on 
Aug. 14, 1945. The only difference is that we 
didn't know it then. It’s well that we know 
it now. 


This stark realization, however, should not | 
cause us to be resigned to war indefinitely, | 


whether of the hot or cold variety. We should 


give all the support possible to people behind | 
the iror curtain (the Berlin food program, for | 


example) and let them know that we are with 
them. 


Russia and elsewhere will tear itself apart. 


Man does not live by bread alone but by 
beauty and harmony, truth and goodness, work 
and recreation, affection and friendship, as- 
piration and worship.

Run Off In City Proposed 


Each New Lot To 
Carry Levy For 
Flood Control 


Establishment of a charge on 
a “per lot” basis for the handling 
of water run off has been pro- 
posed by the Upland city council 
and this is now being made ef- 
fective as each new subdivision 
is approved. 

A charge of $62.50 a lot to be 
placed in a ‘‘water drainage” fund 
was suggested at the Thursday 
night meeting of the city council 
but this figure may be reduced, 
pending a new study of the en- 
gineering problem involved. 


City Manager Richard G. Man. 
ley was authorized to make a 
city-wide study of the cost of 
handling the flood water that 
would run off into the streets 
during normal or average rain- 


falls. In some locations, the

ing Thursday night, ‘said the 
$62.50 was so high it would be 
impossible for many areas to be 
developed. 

At present there is a “per lot” 
charge of $30 for creation of a 
“park and school site” fund.

Pick-Up 

Scheduled to begin at an early 
date is the requirement that Up- 
landers put their rubbish and 
other discard for city pick-up in 
containers. 

“This is a move whereby res- 
idents can give a little service 
to save themselves >increased 
costs,” City Manager Richard G. 
Manley explained yesterday. The 
city council has authorized the 
new plan instead of increasing 
the cost of the weekly picp-up 
service. 

The proposed ordinance re- 
quires that all rubbish for col- 
lection must be placed in barrels 
or other containers with maximum 
capacities of 30 gallons each and 
not weighing more than 65 
pounds. Tree trimmings must be 
cut in lengths of not more than 
four feet and tied in bundles with 
a maximum weight of 65. pounds. 

A letter will be sent to all pa- 
trons explaining in detail the new 
plan. Sufficient time will be 
given all patrons to provide them- 
selves with containers before the 
plan becomes effective.
